Although the early weeks of 
this legislative session were spark- 
ed with some partisan controver- 
sy, most legislators have been qui- 
etly plodding away at their work. 
Few bills have sparked real spirit- 
ed debate, and most legislative ac- 


mittee hearings, debating, passing 
or killing bills, As of March 23, 
1,311 bills had been printed, 131 
bills Had been killed and only 41 
had been enacted. Committees are 
expected to have completed their 
work by the end of April, which | 
will mean the pace of activity 
will quicken as we must act on 
the hundreds of bills not. yet con- 
sidered. 

I received a letter of congratu- 
lations from Governor Brennan 
this week, when he signed into law 
my first legislation cf the ses- 
sion. Under the current Jaw, 
county commissioners are mandat- 
ed to pay grants to agencies on 
a quarterly basic even if there 
is evidence that funds have been 
misappropriated or misapplied by 
this agency, The purpose of my 
legislation was to provide the 
commissioners discretionary pow- 
ers in regard to these payments 
and encourage them to. review 
their budgets on a quarterly ba- 
sis.

Motorists are advised that state 
law prohibits the use of studded 
tires on Maine roads after May 1. 

“Section 1375 of the motor ve- 
hicle law states that tires having 
metal studs, wires or spikes -pro- 
truding from the tread cannot be 
used on any public road after the 
first day of May to the first day 
of October,” said Commissioner 
Arthur A. Stilphen of the Maine 
Department of Public Safety. 

The Maine Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) may extend the 
lawful use of studded tires, with 
such notice originating from MD 
oO? officials, 

The Maine Public Safety Com- 
missioner said the law does not 
prohibit the use of tire chains 
when reqttired for safety because 
of snow, ice or other conditions 
tending to cause a vehicle to slide 
or skid.

FOOD ‘STAMPS THIS WEEK 

Most of Maine’s Food Stamp re- 
cipients will receive lower benefits 
under the new Federal rules. 

The April food stamp authori- 
zations, being mailed April 4 to 
45,000 food stamp households, will 
notify them of the effect of new 
income guidelines on their indi- 
vidual cases. 

On the basis of income, 6% of 
the food stamp households (2,500) 
will be cut from the program; 
28,000 will be reduced; and 7,000 
of the househclds will see a limit- 
ed increase. Average reduction 
per household will be $20 per 
month, while those receiving in- 
creases will note an average rise 
per month of $6.50 in bonus 
stamps. 

Limited deductions, now total- 
-ling three, will cause the reduction 
in many people’s benefits. They 
include a $65 deduction for every 
household, a 20% deduction from 
earned income, and an $80 -de- 
duction for actual dependent care 
and/or high shelter expenses. 

The new deductions—affecting 
income eligibility—have been. ap- 
plied to persons applying for the 
first time and those being recerti- 
fied since March 1. A computer 
analysis has determined the people 
no longer eligible for stamps and 
those who are due for a reduction. 
These people will be notified in 
advance of the changes which will 
show up in their May authoriza- 
tions, 

Under the 1964 Food Stamp 
Act, households received the full 
value of the Thrifty Food Plan 
upon payment of the purchase re- 
quirement, Under the new Act, 
households will receive coupons 
equal in value to the Thrifty Food 
Plan reduced by 30%, of. net in-

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THE 1936 FLOOD: 
WHAT HAPPENED IN NEWRY 


The following essay by Scott F. 
Wight won the Dr. Moses Mason 
Award in 1978. The award is given 
each year to the student at Gould 
Academy or Telstar Regional High 
School. who in the opinion of judg- 
es appointed by the President of 
the Bethel Hisforical Society sub- 
mits the best essay on a local sub-

Preface: My very special thanks 
to my father, for bridging:a gap 
in the flood of time. 

On Wednesday, March 11, 1936 
Willard Wight was working on the 
Grafton Notch Road, cleaning out 
culverts, Around noon it began to 
wain. This day Willard would al- 
ways remember as the start of 
the largest flood he had ever seen. 

It rained the rest of Wednesday 
and Thursday. The sky rumbled 
Friday night and the darkness 
was broken by flashes of light- 
ning. This Friday the thirteenth 
‘of March, was the night of the 
Junior Prom at .Gould Academy. 
This was one Junior Prom the 
students from Newry would not 
attend, - 

Three to’ four feet of winter 
snow still covered the frozen 
ground. The large amount of rain 
was too much for the ice clogged 
brooks and rivers to handle. The 

‘result was massive flooding. 

A 1936 estimate of state wide 
damage shows just how massive 
the flooding was. $10,000,000 worth 
of property damage and high wa- 
ter marks three to five feet high- 
er than the devastating flood of 
1927, : : 

In my report I will specialize on 
how parts of Newry were affected 
by the flood. 

The town of Newry is divided 
into two valleys, the Sunday Riv- 
er valley and the Bear River val- 
ley. Bear River empties into the 
Androscoggin River at Newry Cor- 
ner. Mr. Arthur Gauthier presently 
(1978) owns the combination, gas 
Station, store and overnight ca- 
bins at Newry Corner. In 1936 
the buildings were owned by Ed 
Warren, The section of the main 
building on the south side closest 
to Route 26 to Bethel was a pub- 
lic restaurant. Bear River was up 
to the window sills. . 

Ed’s small garage had started to 
float away with the rising water. 
Using Yankee ingenuity he chain- 
ed his garage to the cement monu- 
ment at the intersection of Route 
2 and 26. 

The monument that came in so 
handy for chaining floating garag- 
es to, was two feet in diameter, 
three feet high, with a fifteen 
inch sphere on top. The Monument 
was built by a local WPA (Works 
Project Administration) crew, 
This organization established in 
1935 provided jobs for many of 
Newry’s unemployed. 

A. bronze plaque in memory‘ of 
Ralph Frost, who was killed in 
action in Sedan, France, was at- 
tached to the monument, Frost 
Was one of the 120,000 American 
casualties in the tremendous 
Meuse-Argone offensive in the 
fall of 1918, and the only Newry 
causualty of Word War I. Un- 
fortunately the cement monument 
is no longer in existence, The 
bronze placque is now on the stone 
memorial in front of the Bear Riv- 
er Grange Hall, 

At the North end of Bear River, 
just over the Newry line into 
Grafton, Leon Enman wag grow- 
ing concerned. Bear River wag ris- 
ing rapidly. He decide to move 
his family to his cousin's (Roy 
Benriett) housa, 

After getting his family safely 
tucked away, Leon went back for 
another look, He waded through 
the freezing water and looked in- 
to a window of his flooded house. 
What he saw would be written 
down in local diaries as a remind- 
ér of the 1936 flood. He saw the 
water lapping at the keyboard of 
his piano. 

Saturday the rain let up to a 
drizzle, Sunday was a welcome re- 
lief with no rain. But on Monday 
evening the rain started again, 

The rain and floods of the elev- 
enth, twelfth and thirteenth had 

a 
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weakened several bridges. The 
rains of the seventeenth, eighteenth 
and nineteenth made them useless. 

On the nineteenth, after being 
battered by tons of rushing water, 
the dam of the W, B, Wight saw- 
mil] gave way. This mill, which 
had sawed out the lumber that 
was used to build the North New- 
ry Community Church*and the 
Bear River Grange Hall, was ut- 
terly destroyed by the flood. 

The bridge by what is now 
Bernard Powers’ house could take 
the punishment no longer. The 
normally tiny brook, now hee ta 
by flood water, destroyed the 
bridge. 

On the Branch Road the remains 
of the old Eames mill stretched 
across Branch Brook, It was swept 
away. But the rapid torrent was 
not content with just the remains 
of an old mill, No. the raging 
waters dug and tore at the Branch 
Road itself. The water succeeded 
in removing a 300 foot section of 
the road in front of what is now 
the Pearl Bennett place, Needless 
to say, this made it extremely dif- 
ficult for the other inhabitants 
of the Branch Road. Five men and 
their families were cut off from 
the rest of Newry: Ole Olson, Ole 
‘Olson Jr., Burt Paine, Will Walker 
and Willie Whibber. : 

The concrete bridge at Newry 
Corner was not safe from the 
flood. The roaring waters removed 
the rocks and gravel from beneath 
the middle support of the bridge 
The center of the bridge dropped 
one-and-achalf feet, a “V" was 
formed which became rather diffi- 
cult to use. 

Newry was physically cut off 
from the rest of the world twice 
in these two weeks. Both times 
Bear River and Sunday River 
flooded Route 26 to Bethel. The 
Androscoggin flooded Route 2 to- 
ward Hanover and Rumford. In 
Grafton Notch the road was block- 
ed by severe blow downs and at 
the foot of Mother Walker Falls, 
the road was washed out to a 
depth of four feet. During times 
of isolation spezial duties arise. 

On Wednesday evening, March 
11, 1936, Mr. and Mrs, Edgar Wor- 
cester and their infant daughter 
found themselves stranded in 
Grafton. They were unable to 
reach their home in Upton because 
of rising water. Fred Wight in- 
vited them into his home for the 
next two night, until they could 
return to Upton, 


During the second rains, Leon 
Enman realized the high water 
would make it impossible for his 
cow to find forage. Since the main 
road was under water, Leon took 
his cow and hiked over a part .of 
a mountain ridge to this neighbors, 
the Hanscoms. Hartley Hanscom 
and his family kept the cow for 
the next eight days. 

Fred Kilgore needed help. The 
high water brought flooding in 
his basement, causing him concern 
for his furnace. He knew there 
was still much cold weather ahead. 

Roger Hanscom, a 1935 graduate 
of Gould Academy, answered the 
call. Roger was living at home do- 
ing whatever work he could find, 
such as shoveling dirt into trucks 
for the road crew. 

Roger went down to Kilgore’s 
Tuesday the seventeenth. Togeth- 
er they pumped and bailed the 
water from Fred's basement.
